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Philadelphia Demonstrater.

Our streets, last evening, presented a rare and
attractive sight. The graat demonsiration
which had the corner of Broad and Chesnut
streets for 143 oentral point or pivol was the
most imposing in proportions, the most earnest
in spirit, the most enthusiastic in all respeots
of any whioh have been wilnessed in Philadel-
phia for years past. The only rival it has had
of late was the grand welcoming which was |
tendered the Southern Loyalists in Beptembor, |
1866. Through all the prinocipal streets, antil |
the emall hours of the night, the various Clabs |
were marching and countermarching, whil®
Broad street was a vast sea of flaming torches
snd npturned faces. Not less than ffty thou-
pand people participated in the affair |
which from first to last was conducted in the |
most orderly aud agreeable manner. Among
the speskers at the four different stands were |
pumbered some of the ablest orators in the
oonniry, aud at their hands the lofty themaa
of the ocossion were done full justice. The .
great event of the evening was the speech of
Qeneral Bickles, the haro of Getlysburg, who,
unlike Rosecrans and Hancock, speaks as he |
fought, and is pot seen consorting with the
men whose hands are atill red with the life-
blood of the npation. It was a masterly and
impartial review of the situation in all ita
aspects, and cannot bat exercise an important
office in brioging the peopls of this vity to a
realization of their duty to themselves and to
the conntry.

Last year the Republicans permitted the |
opposition to carry Philadelphia by default,
and the fate-of the State was decided by the
dereliction of the party in this olty. At the
ooming election we are fairly justified in hop-
ing for a better result. A clear majority of
our voting population are unguestionably in
sympathy with the cause of the Unioun and
impartial justice, and it only remains for them
to speak their mind in Outober toinsure the
redemption of the oity. Against the ticket
whioh bas been placed before the people not a
word of objection van be raised; in every re-
speot it is superior to that presented by the
Demooracy. Tuere are mno petty looal
jealousies, no small side issues, to divert th®
votes of the party into other channela. Th®
grand question which has go effectually
aroused the entire Republio, to which Ver-
mont and Maine have responded in such em-
phatio tones, is practically the issue before us,
and it should bs met in a large and liberal
ppirit, Ina spirit that will not consent to far-
ther dalliance with rebsllion, that will not
entertain the thought of compromise with
treason at the South or North. If the people
of Philadelphia are thoroughly aroused to the
momentous proportions of the struggle, if
they are thoronghly imbued with & sense of
the vitality of the pending issue, victory in
Qotober is assured; and victory in October
will save the nation in November beyond all
ghadow of a doubt.

The great demonstration of last evening,
therefore, assumes an importance whioh would
otherwise be wauting. It was & test of the
temper of the people, and in this view ik can
be contemplated in theinost encouragiog light.
When there is fuch commotion on the sarfacs
a8 was geen Inst night, there must bs a grand
upheaval below the surface. Buooh & great
olond of smoke could proceed only from s groat
conflagration. We regard the scene which our
streets presented as a sure and unwmistakable
index of the sentiments of the peopls, as an
indioation that they are awaks and alive, and
determined to do their full duty, to oversha
dow Maine aud fairly to rival Vermont. Lst
us then to work, for by work alone can vic-
tory be made to parch upon our bauners.

We, the People of the United States.
Taar patoral instivet which makes our natu-
ralized oitizens remember with atffection tha
shores upon which they turned their baoks,
for the purpose of secking fortuane nnder the
advantages afforded by a free government and
a still undeveloped conntry on this gide of the
Atlantio, is not t be disparaged or lightly
spoken of, for, next to the love which a man
has for his immediate family, it is ons of ths
gtrongest feelings which the Almighty has
fmplanted in the breasts of mankind. We
would be far from csnsuring any foreigu-born
citizen for preferring the soolety of his own
gountrymen, or for turning whistful glinocss at
times from the fair land which he has ohosen
for his home to thut across the seas where he
had his birth. Until our great Westeru prairies
are settled, eod the al present uncaltivated
traots of land on this coutinent are brought
under oultivation, & largs proportjon of the
American nation will be composed of a hetero-
geneous mixture of what Mr. Rosbuek, M, P.,
In his recent insulting speech at the dinner ol
the Cutlers’ Company, in Sheflisld, desoribes
as “wild Irlabwen, flery ¥renchmen, assassi-
nating Italiavs, aud dawbfounded Epaniards,”
and to these we must add the sober, hard-
working Germans. Thess pursons, however,
by becoming citizens of the United States,
take upon themselves new obligations, and, to
& oertaln extent at least, they sgres to forget

their originally different natiounlities and o
range thewselves in the common brotherhood
of the American people, 1t ia the policy of
pound statesmanship to bring abont this result
a4 goon as possihls, und to make it the proudest

\hovght of every wan who clsims the protec-

tion of the Amerioan flag, that he ia an Amerl.
oan oitizen.

To do our foreign-born oitizena justios they
are almost always dispesed to yleld a ready
allegiance to the Government of their sdopted
conntry, Meddling politicians, however, who
are willing to sacrifice anything and every-
thing to gaina few voles or to onrry favor
with partioular classes, exert themselves to
keep up the divisions, whether of race or re-
ligion, among the various slements of our
population. The Germauvs and the Irish, as
guch, and not as Amerioan oitizens, ars ap_
pealed to at every election. All the trickd of
demagogueism are brought into play to win
their favor by oatering to their class preja-
dices, and ginos the piesent politioal campatgn
has opened, & military order of Gonaral
Urint’'s has  besn made uae to
dreg the Jaws into the political arena,
with the Thope that the dilapilated

of

| fortunes of the Demooratio candidatss may, in

gome degres, ba bettered by their voles, Ibis
creditable to the intelligence and patriotism of
our Jewish oitizens, that their most foflasntial
journal, and most promivent men, have pro-
tested against being identified as Jowa with
any political party. There are some stopid
people among the Jews as well as amoug othwr
religions seots, who will probably vote the
Demooratio ticket; but the great mass of
them are as much impressed as wo ars of the
importance of being Amerioan oitizens and
nothing else, so far as politivians are concarned

and their ballots will certainly be oast for
(rant and Colfax in spite of the wheadling:
of the Copperhead papers. Let every man ba
a Catholio, Protestant or Jaw, as hia consciencs
diotates to him; but outside of his religion he
oan make no better boast than that he is a free
citizen of this great American republio.

Seymour’s Unpopularity.
Tug Democracy are everywhere becoming dis-
heartened with the unpopularity of their
neminees. They can say nothing favorable of
Beymour personally except that he is a “‘graat
statesman;’ but of this alleged statesmanship
they are unable to give the slightest proof.
When men agk ““what great measure did Say
mour originate ! what record of wisdom can
he boast of ! what service has he rendered to
the pation 7"" his advocates are damb. His
reputation is based solely on hii action as

Governor of New Ymk, on his stomp
epeeches, sand on Lis iotrigunes in
Demooratic National Conventions, As a

candidate for Governor he always ran behind
his colleagnes on the ticket. He was dis-
trusted and despised by the ablest and most
patriotic Democrats of New York. In the
midst of a gigantic war be became notorions
only for open opposition to the Federal Gov-
ernment and for lukewarm support of mea
gures of vital importance to every Northern
community, and when in 1564 he aslked en-
dorsemuent and re-election from the citizens of
the Empire State be was defeated by an over-
whelming majority. His conduot prior to and
duribg the muorderous aoti-draft riots ren.
dered him  obnoxions to all loyal
men, and Generals of the Union army
bitterly, and, we believe, in official or gemi-
oflicial letters demounced him as onpe of the
moest dangerons enemies of the nation. So far
as his stump speeches ars concerned, the faot
that they rise above tbhe average of similar
Dewooratic productions,by no means implies
that Feymour possesses valid pretensions to
stateemanship. He generally followa in the
baaten track of Democratic argnment, and his
chief excellence in the eyes of his admirers con-
sists in his readioess to make exaggerated sud
unfounded statements when party exigenocies
require  such  misrepresentations.  Say-
monr, in discussing the public debt,
and the pulblic expenditores for instance, has
not hepitated to make assertions which ecan
easily be refuted by any person fawmiliar with
the statements issned by the officers of the
Treasury Department. In diccussing ques-
tions connected with the war, he uniformly
sustained the Rebel side of the dispute on all
debateable issnes, denying at the outset that
the Natiopal Government had a right to coerce
& State, and recommendiog, after the Rubsl-
lion had been commenced, that the Amorioan

people  should abandonm the Federal
Constitntion and the Lincoln Administra-
tion &and array themselves under the

Davis ptandard of slavery and secesgion, This
boasted ‘“‘statesmanship” is appropriataly
supplemented by Seywour's exertions at the
Demoeratic Nationsl Conpveption in 1504, to
gecura the adoption of the platform which
declared the war a fallure, and by his mors
recent performances at Tammany Hall, It is
alleged by his friends that hs favored the no-
mination of Chief Justice Chase, snd it is
alleged by the friends of Chiefl Justice Chase
that he had agreed to support a plat
form acquiescing im the reconstruction
policy which the Dewmooracy are now
peeking to overthrow. It is also
well known that he repeatedly declared that
he could not honorably accapt the Democratio
nomination. And yet the Demoorsoy, while
boagting of the statesmanship of thel®eandi-
date, aocknowledge that they have spurned his
counoils | They ask the peopls to put thelr trost
in one whose advics they have contemptuoualy
disregarded! He pronouvoced the Pendleton
financial spcheme as upjust and impolitio, and
it was endorged in the Democratic platform.
He advocated the nomination of Chase, bt
not & single Demoeratic delegation sustainad
Lis choloe. He predioted that his own nomi
nation would be fatal (and therein gave a
true ‘exhibition of wisdom), ;but his party
hearkened mot to hiz connsels even in this
important matter.

Failing in all things of importanés hereto-
fore, he is destined to enconuter a still more
mortifying fallure in the present owmpaigu.
The prineiples of the Democravy will d» much
L0 lngure thelr downfull, bot the unpopularity

of their candidates will render their defeat in-
evitable. '
